School Report. 


As another school year has drawn to a close, the School 
Board respectfully submits to its constituents the annual 
report on the condition of the Strafford schools. 

The Board takes pleasure in stating that its members are 
pleased with the amount of work that has been accom- 
plished during the last year. On the whole we firmly believe 
that our teachers compare favorably with those employed 
in other rural districts and well deserve the hearty support 
of all our citizens. 

Twenty-one pupils passed creditable examinations and 
entered advanced schools in September. 

Our school year is now divided into three terms, a spring, 
fall and winter term, and, with few exceptions, the schools 
have been open for 37 weeks in the several districts. 

The Board feels confident that a winter term of eight or 
ten weeks will prove highly beneficial to the pupils and, 
therefore, ought to meet with the approval of all patrons 
who are in charge of school children. 

Again we feel obliged to plead with the parents for their 
aid in the matter of attendance. Wecan not understand 
why those who ought to be the most interested in educa- 
tional work are so careless in regard to the attendance of 
their.children at school. Asthe Board has often stated, 
sickness is the only valid excuse for non-attendance. In the 
name of the child, for his future welfare, therefore, the 
Board most earnestly appeals to every parent to co-operate 
with the teacher of the child in securing regular and punc- 
tual attendance, and prompt and faithful performance of 
every school duty. 
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It is obvious that irregular attendance is detrimental not 
only to the intellectual and moral welfare of the child, but 
also to the progress of the school, as the financial support 
on the part of the state is depending directly upon the 
average daily attendance. Our town is losing money 
every year through the carelessness or indifference of some 
of its citizens. 

Perhaps one of the things most needful in establishing a 
good school is hearty co-operation between parents and 
teachers. In a district where these favorable conditions ex- 
ist the teacher is quite sure of meeting with success. 

The Board urges the public to a careful examination of 
the report filed by its treasurer and the statistical table.
